Finding out riddles is the same Rind of ex- 
ercise to the mind, which running, and leap- 
ing and wrestling, are to the body. They 
are of no use in themselves—they are not 
work, but play, but they prepare the body, 
ant make it alert and active for any thing: it 
may de called to perform in labour or war. 
Se doesthe finding out of riddles, if they are 
good especially, give quickness of thoughts, 
anda facility of turning about a problem ev ery 
way, and viewing it in every possible light. 
When Archimedes, comme out of the bath, 
cried m transports, ** Aureka/” (Ut have 
found it!) he had been exercising his mind 
precisely in the same manner as yon will do 
when you are searching about for the solution 
of a ritdle, 

Riddles are of high antiquity, and were the 
employment of grave men formerly. The 
first riddle that we have on record was pre- 
posed by Sampson at a wedding feast to 
the young men of the Philistines, whe were 
invited upon the occasion. The feast 
lasted seven days, and if they found it out 
within the seven days, Sampson was to give 
them thirty suits of clothes and thirty sleets, 
and if they could not guess it, they were to 
forfeit the same to him.—The riddle was ; 
**out of the eater came forth meat, and out of 
the strong came forth sweetneay.’’ He had 
killed a tion, and left its carcass ; on returning 
soon after, he found aswarm of bees had made 
use of the skeleton asa hive, and it was full 
of honeycomb. Struck with the oddness of 
the circumstance, he mode a ridile of it. They 
puzzled about it the whole seven days, and 
would not have found it out at last if his wife 
had not toll them, 

The Sphinx was a great riddleanaker. Ac- 
cording tothe fable, she was halfa woman 
and halfa lion. She lived near Thebes, and 
to every body that came, she proposed a 
riddle and if they did not find it out, she de- 
voured them. At length Gedipus came, and 
she asked him *¢ what is that animal which 
walks on four legs in the morning, two at 
noon, and three at night?’ G2 tipus answer- 
ed, Man: —in childhood, which is the mormng 
of life, he crawls on his hands and feet ; 
in middle age, which is noon, he walks on 
two ;—in old age he leans an a crutch, which 
serves for a supplementary third-foot,
